As the Roman 
Catholicks for inftance, have concluded from thence 
that there are fins which are pardoned in another 
Life; which if granted is fuch a proof for Purgato- 
ry as can’t well be anfwered. But on the contrary 
the Proteftants maintain that our Saviour intended 
nothing, elfe by thefe words but to fhew that the 
fin againft the Holy Ghoft fhou’d never be forgiven. 
They have generally agreed that our Saviour {poke 
conformably to the thoughts of the Fews who divid- 
ed the extenfion of time into two fpaces, the one 
called this world, and the other the world tocome; 
by this world the fews meant the time which preceed- 
ed the Meffias, and by the world to come, the time 
from his coming until the laft Judgment. So that 
our bleffed Lord told them very plainly, that among ft 
the great Advantages they expected from the comin, 
of the Meffias, they ought not to expeé& pardon for 
their Blafphemy.
